A brief resume of highway developments in Latin-| 
America is, therefore, of interest to every one in the automo- 
tive field. Mexico is pushing road building with every | 
available resource. Our Southern neighbor is now building 
a road to connect her capital with our border. Cuba is work-| 
ing on her great central highway, which will be one of the 
world’s great roads when it is completed. Argentina is 
spending millions of dollars a year on highway extension 
and with Chile is building two great roads across the Andes. 
Peru has a definite plan for 12,000 miles of excellent high- 
way within the next three years. Ecuador is now consider- 
ing a definite plan of highway construction. Colombia is 
working on a national system of roads, which includes mod- 
ernizing its old trails for motor traffic. 

An idea of the amount of money these Latin-American 
countries are spending on roads may be gathered from the 
fact that Cuba will pay some $76,000,000 for its central 
highway, which is 706 miles in length, down the center of 
the island. Latera] roads will be built to connect it with all 
the cities of the republic. In twenty years the Cuban republic 
expects to spend about $300,000,000 on roads. Mexico is 
spending some $10,000,000 annually on its national road 
system and the various states are also carrying on highway 
development work. Argentina is now considering a bond 
issue to provide $500,000,000 for road building. These are 
large sums of money for these countries to spend and show 
how deeply the determination to have adequate roads has 
penetrated. 

The ultimate meaning of it all can only be that these 
Latin-American countries are determined to motorize 
their activities in the same way that we have. And this 
we can take as a gauge for measuring the automotive 
business that must develop with these sister republics 
within the next few years. 


Let Us Keep in Mind 


N ALL probability the final registration figures for 1928 
will show that there are now 24,500,000 motor vehicles, 
cars, buses and trucks, operating on the roads of the United 
States. Granting this, it is a reasonable estimate to expect 
26,000,000 motor vehicles in service by the end of 1929. 
This gives every branch of the automotive industry 
something to think over. The manufacturers already know 
about what market they will have to supply. The sales 
division kiows just about what it will have to do to distribute 
the new vehicles to their owners, and it hopes that it knows 
what can be done in the way of passing on used cars and 
trucks to other owners. The service division will have to take 
thought of the task that lies ahead of it in keeping this vast 
number of vehicles running. The accessory and parts makers 
must take stock and figure how they are going to meet the 
demands of these millions of owners. The road makers must 
give serious thought to supplying the thundering hosts of 
vehicles with highway surface to make them’ useful units in 
our transportation system. 
Let us all keep in mind the demands that 1929 is 
going to make upon us.

Of Benefit to Both 
Maker and Seller 


EW YORK, Dec. 27.— 

The story of an acces- 
sory sales contest that pro- 
duced remarkable returns is 
told by Arthur E. Smith, 
president of Smith & Gregory | 
of New York, Inc., wholesale 
distributor of numerous ac- 
cessory and equipment items. 


“Just another manufacturer’s 
sales contest,” was the first re- 
action of Mr. Smith when ap- 
proached with the idea of a con- 
test by representatives of the 





Globe Machine 8S Com- 
pany, maker of Globe Vertical 
Blade Radiator Shutters. “Now I 


heartily indorse this type of con- 
test because it represents the sort | 
of manufacturer-distributor 
operation that results in mutual | 
profit,” Mr. Smith continued. 

“How well do sales managers of| 
distributing houses, both large and | 
small, realize the difficulty of put-| 
ting sales contests across in their) 
organization?” Mr. Smith asks. | 
“Internal contests are problems 
enough, but a manufacturer's con- 
test in many cases presents unseen 
difficulties. 

“However, the contest in question 
dealt with radiator shutters, an ac- 
cessory that is in demand during 4 
comparatively short season and one 
that offers profitable volume if 
properly featured. With - this 
thought in mind, we entered our 
salesmen in the contest. 

“Just prior to September 1, the 
opening date of the contest, each 
man received an announcement 
which sold him the contest idea 
listed the prizes, totaling $2,500 in | 
cash, and outlined the rules. 

“On reading the rules we tound 
that the contest was on a point 
basis. Orders fq@r single shutters 
counted 10 points, 2 to 5 shutters 
20 points; 6 shutters, 30 point; 7} 
to 11 shutters, 40 points; 12 shut- 
ters, 70 points; 13 to 23 shutters, 80 
points; 24 shutters, 150 points; 25 
to 47 shutters, 160 points, and 48 or | 
more shutters, 200 points. 

“This gave the metropolitan sales- 
man, who had the opportunity to 
book large orders, 200 points on 
orders for forty-eight or more shut- 
ters. On the other hand, a sales- 
man, selling in smailer communities 
where orders in dozen lots would 
represent a good sale, earned 170 
points on each such order. It is 
logical to figure that orders in 
dozen lots would be more frequent, | 
and, under the above contest sched- 
ule, four such orders represented 
280 points, as compared with the 
city salesman’s 200 points for single 
orders of forty-eight shutters. This 
represented a fair scoring basis for 
all contestants. 

“One of the outstanding features 
of the contest was the manner in 
which it was presented. Aside from | 
the first announcement, inexpensive 
bulletins were used throughout. No 
effort was made to write ‘King’s 
English,’ and each globeograph, as 
the bulletins were called, carried a 
humorous message, embellished with | 
cartoons, as to the progress of the! 
contest. Relative standings were| 
shown and timely sales suggestions | 
offered. | 

“Salesmen enjoyed these bulletins 
because they were human and lacked | 
the dry, uninteresting pep “blah” | 
so often found in this type of ma-| 
terial. 

“Early in September we discovered | 
several of our men showing remark- 
able interest in the Globe shutters. 
Many of them were carrying sample | 
shutters and sales began to tripple 
in. Before long our C. A. Policastro 
was producing business in true| 
wholesale fashion. Here was a 
chance to win extra money and he | 
was taking advantage of it. Each 
man was supplied with report slips 
which he filled out and turned over 

.for his sales manager’s O. K. and 
signature. This feature relieved the
